Censorship? 


Censorship is a current and

Rack and in less than 15 minutes, Dr. 
Bellavance had called Mr. Ganoe, Mr. 
Ganoe called the Book Rack, reviewed 
the cards and had them removed. I 
alledge this previous paragraph because 
my request for an interview with Mrs. 
Bellavance to confirm or refute the 
rumours was denied. 

I am angry for the following 
number of reasons: 

1.) three others had complained 
about the cards, according to Ganoe, but 
when Mrs. Bellavance voiced her 
opinion, action took place.

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Bellavance was. 


or "once is an accident, twice is a 
coincidence and three times is 
deliberate.?” I realize that Mrs.

2.) Playboy and Penthouse are 
on an upper shelf and there, they 
currently sit. The cards, according to 
Buddy Williams, current Book Rack 
Director, were on an upper shelf as 
well.: Why were they removed and not 
the skin magazines? 

3.) the cards were considered 
offensive. Well, I do not see Playboy 
and Penthouse becoming classics either 
and they are still on the shelves, as are 
the pectoral and gluteous maximus 
posters. 

There are too many inconsistencies 
in the Book Rack policies.

Getting High With The Outdoor Club

The Outdoor Club was at it again on 
May 2nd, climbing to new heights of 


_ excitement: literally. The Club made 


it's annual rock climbing expedition at 
Great Falls National Park Va. , just 
north of Washington D.C. As is often 
the case with Club trips there was 
something to offer both the beginner 
and the experienced climber. 

As this was only a day trip (no 
camping Out) we arose early Saturday 
morning to start our trip: too early. 
We were all a bit on the sleepy side at 
5:30 in the AM and dozed a bit in the 
van as we drove east on Rt. 50. There 
were eight of us in all: myself, Cathy 
Lynch, Allen Barnes, Bryan McGill, 
Susanne Southan, Christine 
Zollinhoffer, and our advisors Bill 
Horne and Jeff McClaflin. 


face overlooking the river with a wide 
ledge about three fourths of the way 
down large enough for us to climb up 
from without fear of falling into the 
river. 

The area at the top of the cliff was 
rocky, but with several large trees that 
we used as anchoring points for our 
ropes. We tied some of our nylon 
webbing (which is much stronger than 
it looks and is capable of holding 
several hundred pounds) to the trees and 
strung the rope through biners 
connected to the webbing so that each 
end of the rope was touching the ledge 
40 feet below. 

We took more webbing and used such 


knots as the slipknot, the water knot, - 


and the figure eight follow-through to 
make harnesses for each of us to 
connect a safety line to in case of a fall. 

Once we had our harness, we went 
down the descent to the ledge. The 
descent was a rocky crack in the cliff 
wall. It's been said that the approach to 
the climbing place is harder than the 
climb itself, and we were beginning to 
believe it! : 

We had four ropes strung for climbs 
of varying degree of difficulty. One 
was a beginners climb, and was very 
easy although there were several ways 
to vary the climb and make it more 
challenging. One climb was of a more 
intermediaté level and the other two 
were difficult. The latter two were only 


Basically what you do when you rock 
climb is to tie a rope strung from the 
top of the cliff to your safety harness. 
This line is held by the other end by 
someone at the bottom of the cliff who 
belays you, or holds the rope in such a

way that if you fall, he tightens the 
rope and you only fall a few inches. 
Otherwise he merely takes up the slack: 
you do all the climbing yourself. 

To do the actual climbing you 
examine the rock for handholds and 
footholds. A hand hold is any crack or 
flake in the wall large enough to get a 
grip on. A foot hold can be a very 
narrow ledge that you put your foot on 
sideways or a shallow cup in the wall 
that you place the ball of your foot in 
and secure by placing all your weight 


on the foot in and secure by placing all 
your weight on the foot and standing on 
it in a technique called "smearing." 
Smearing is harder than it looks 
because you have to trust in the fact 
that by standing on the seemingly flat 
rock you won't fall. If you do it right, 
you won't, and you can look for steadier 
footholds higher up as you climb. 

We also did some rappelling down 
these walls. We used a figure 8 clip to 
take a bight of the rope that was 
connected to our safety harness to lower 
ourselves down the cliff. An extra 
belaying line was also tied and held up 
top in case of a fall. Then we lowered 
ourselves over the edge and bounded off 
the cliff face to the ground. 

We were not the only ones making 
use of the excellent cliffs of the 
Potomac River. A local fire company 
was rappelling several hundred yards 
downstream from us, and there were 
half a dozen kayakers taking advantage 
of the turbulent waters of Mather 
Gorge. We were favored with good 
weather, although a brief shower made 
the rocks slippery for a bit. 

The Outdoor Club sponsors many 
trips during the academic year, 
including backpacking , white water 
rafting, caving, rock climbing, our 
annual ski trip to Montreal, and our 
annual Spring Break canoeing and 
hiking trips. 

The Outdoor club is planning it's 
annual social for May 15th and 16th in 
the form of a short canoeing trip along 
the Pokomoke River to a cookout and 
campout. If you're interested, then 
you're invited to attend the Clubs 
weekly meetings in Tawes 118 on 
Tuesdays at 6:30 p.m.

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Condoms Sold At Book Rack

Salisbury State College director of 
the Book Rack, the campus bookstore, 
Allan E. Williams, said in an interview 
Wednesday, April 29, the bookstore is 
selling condoms as an "AIDS 
preventive measure." 

The condoms which are in a three 
pack for ninety-five cents, went on sale 
April 29. Williams said he ordered 24 
packets of condoms because he usually 
orders a small number of any new item 
to see how well it will sell. 

Williams was speculative as to who 
would buy condoms in the Book Rack. 
He suggested more students would 
probably buy the prophylactic in the 
Health Center. "However," said 
Williams, “according to the National 


Association of College Stores many 


other college bookstores are selling - 
condoms." 


Brenda S. Hooks, director of the 
Health Center, wasn't certain of the date

"soon." 

Hooks said she was trying to obtain 


the condoms through a program called . 


sexually transmitted diseases (STD's) 
Hooks said condoms would be free to 
students if the Health Center obtained 
them through this method. 

Although the health center has 


ordered condoms through a state agency, 
the Book Rack did not. Williams said 
he ordered the condoms through the 
same company he orders all the other 
bookstore commodities. 

The student life division of the Dean 
of Students office suggested the Book 
Rack and Health Center sell the 
condoms. Williams spoke briefly of 
meetings where the idea of selling 
condoms had been discussed in the past. 
“Because of the nature of the product, 
we decided not to," Williams said. 

The student life branch of the Dean of 
Students office has representatives from 
several departments of the college 
ranging from counseling, the Health 
Center, the College Center, the Book 
Rack, student organizations, residence 
life, intramurals and athletics.

"It is as if we (administrators) assume 
our students are so stupid that they 
don't read or watch T.V.," said 
Salisbury State College president 
Thomas E. Bellavance in response to a 
question about providing students with 
information about AIDS and other 
social issues. 

In the late April interview Bellavance 
spoke of the college's student affairs 
staff, which in. part addresses student 
health related issues. He suggested the 
student affairs staff might be "more 
effective" than a health educator in 
handling such issues in the long run. 

Bellavance contends that it is not the 
"function of an institution" to provide 
instruction concerning a student's 
health. "We don't do therapy here,” said 
Bellavance, "and we have limited budget 
priorities" making it impossible for the

Bellavance said were it not for AIDS 
and the threat it poses against the lives 


_ of the entire student population, selling 


condoms on campus would never have 
been permitted "as long as I am 
president." |

Bellavance. , 

Bellavance discussed a meeting he had 
earlier in the semester with one student 
who had intentions of passing condoms 
around campus. Bill Kent, 27, 
sophomore, president of Progressively 
Reaching Out Toward Understanding 
Disability (PROUD), asked for 
Bellavance's support in a plan his 
student organization had of distributing 
condoms to other students as a means 
to combat the spread of AIDS. 


Bellavance referred Kent to the Dean ,

department," said Kent, "but we are 
having problems in getting the 
condoms." Kent made it clear that 
PROUD's reason for giving the 
condoms is for AIDS prevention and 
not for birth control. 

Although Planned Parenthood 
operates one day a week after regular 
Health Center hours, students may soon 
obtain condoms at the Book Rack and 
Health Center. Dr. Bellavance said he 
did not think the two departments 
would provide students with any other 


forms of non-prescriptive birth control 
in the future. Again he mentioned that 
is not the "function" of a college. 

Dr. Bellavance spoke briefly of the 
role society plays in what the college 
offers students. Although the college 
does not plan to offer students other 
forms of birth control, selling adult 
erotica such as "Playboy and that other 
magazine" in the Book Rack "is 
socially acceptable" to society said 
Bellavance.

Bellavance 
position was terminated last semester. 


According to Carol Williamson, SSC 
dean of students, the health educator's 
position was terminated because of the 
"sensitivity" of the issues Lesser 
covered. Although Williamson said she 


did everything in her power to renew 


the position, the administration would 


not allow it. 


Another reason the position was not 


renewed, continued Williamson, was 


because Lesser's subject area centered on 


topics "not part of the public relations 
we promote on campus." Dean 


Williamson expressed the need of 
renewing the health educator's position, 


if not by the administration, by the 
students. 
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suggested Kent might choose to give 
the condoms after some sort of program 
on a sex related topic. 

Dr. Bellavance said that if Kent was 
concerned about the AIDS issue and 
concerned about helping other students, 
giving condoms to students in that 


particular setting “would be more 


conducive to that atmosphere” and the 
nature of the program. "Instead," said 
Bellavance giving condoms randomly to 
students might turn the whole issue 
into a "circus" with "condoms hanging 
off trees." :
